"If we don't get

soon," 
said John F. Walsh, head garden­ 
er of New York City, "it’s going to 
cost the city lots 
of 
money— 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
— for reseeding park lawns and 
replacing trees."

Canada Has 
Wedding Of 
100 Couples 


Montreal, 
July 
22 (Canadian 
Press)— A mass marriage of more 
than 100 couples will take place 
in Montreal’s baseball stadium to­ 
morrow In a Catholic ceremony 
designed to offset the "unfavor­ 
able publicity marriage Is getting 
from the world’s divorce courts." 


For the last 
year 
the young 
men and women, mostly of Mon­ 
treal but some from as far as 400 
miles down 
the St. 
Lawrence 
river, have been taking a mar­ 
riage preparation course organ­ 
ized by the Rev. Henri Roy, di­ 
rector of the Jeunesse Guvriere 
Cathollque, 
a 
young 
Catholic 
worker movement. 


At one time the number reached 
122 couples but some withdrew 
and today’s official count was 104. 


Tho stadium seats 22,500, but 
some predictions of the attend­ 
ance were as high as 50,000 since 
there is plenty of standing room. 


The average bride is 23 and the 
average groom 26. 
Some of the 
brides 
were 
teachers, 
factory 
workers and nurses. 
The grooms 
range from locomotive engineers 
to cooks and earn an average of 
$25 a week.

grooms are to meet their w’hlte- 
clad mates In St. JameH Cathedral 
for Mass and Holy Communion, 
go to a wedding breakfast In a 
nearby hotel and then to the sta­ 
dium In an automobile procession. 


At first it was planned to have 
the ceremony In old Notre Dame 
church but It w’as changed to the 
stadium after 
the size of 
the 
J|ie<5nJ9ie apparent. 


A prmat"uitd two witnesses were 
assigned to each couple for the 
wedding ceremony. Mgr. Georges 
Gauthier, archbishop co-adjutor 
of Montreal, will present a rosary 
to each bride and a crucifix to 
each 
groom.

blessed by the pope. 


In an effort to revive an old 
custom, members of

ment will present rings to

grooms. 


Everyone in the stadium will 
receive a flower to enhance the 
wedding atmosphere.

Fountain County Coroner Wish­ 
er Myers said the girl bad been 
criminally assaulted 
and

dered. 


The first year high school stu­ 
dent. daughter of Mr, and Mrs. 
Peter De Bruioker. a farm family 
living three miles east of here, 
had been missing since yesterday 
after she left a 4-H club meeting, 
and searching parties had combed 
the surrounding territory hunting 
her. 


The body was found by former 
W arren 
County 
Sheriff O. 
L. 
Stewart who was assil>tlng Foun­ 
tain county authorities. 


Myers said he would return a 
verdict of murder and reported, 
after an autopsy, the child had 
been beaten 
cruelly, 
criminally 
attacked, then strangled with a 
narrow cloth belt from her dress. 


Myers said the killing bad been 
done within 50 fef*t of ttie gruve 
where she was found anil that she 
had been d«»ad from

hours. He was unable to eHtimate

T h u s the production of steel across E u ­ 
rope from Great Britain to R'umanla has 
surged upw ard, and according to present 
indications 10.39 may be a year of record 
production in many countries. Russia is 
the only m a jo r pow’er whose o u tp u t seems 
to be lagging behind 19 38.

Of course, the summer would 
not be complete without 
seeing 
liondon. Paris, Berlin and other 
such metropolitan centers, but for 
the 
average 
American 
tourist, 
a’ho wants to turn back the pages 
of history, you 
can't 
beat 
the 
countryside. 


We left the industrial city of 
Glasgow, and it was like taking a 
now lease on life to trek up the 
rosd 35 miles north to Aberfoyle. 
fila«K0W. second largest 
city 
in 
the British Isles, Is as metropoli­ 
tan in appearance as stately old 
I<ondon. and we 
were 
glad 
to 
leave civilization and hit the higb- 
lands of Scotland. 


Approaching the Trossachs, the 
Scottish countryside is very pic­ 
turesque. as green as Ireland but 
more appealing because it Is dot­ 
ted with score« of Lochs. Again 
It was driven home to us that the 
appeal of touring is tho anticipa­ 
tion one feels. 


From Aberfoyle. 
m-e 
trekked 
five miles to l^dard, on the banks 
of Loch Ard. where we found a 
youth hostel, 
maintained 
by 
a 
grand old Scotch lady, who was 
lospitality personified. Her home 
ras a m'hitewashed 
cottage, 
re- 
«ombling somewhat 
a 
Mexican 
. idob« hut. but with a roof of slatt* 
taken from a nearby quarry. It 
was a quaint place, to be sure. 
Our host, 65 years 
of ajje 
and 
bent from years of labor, made us 
by her speech and manner, 
hat wo were really in auld Scot­ 
land. 


Her dialect was the dialect of 
Robert Burns' poetry—dinna ken. 
naebody. tae for “to" and aboot 
for “about.” 
An amusing 
thinfi: 
was that she twisted the name of 
our hostel friend. Bob, to **Boab“ 
ind *'Boab“ Is shall be 
the 
re­ 
mainder of the trip. 


Jolly and friendly, she explain­ 
ed to U8 that the heavy rain the 
Tipxt morning was nothing more 
than a “Scottish mist" and feeding 
us a huge helping of Scotch oat­ 
meal porridge, she 
said: 
**Now, 
bves. ye can climb all the bonnle 
hills in 
Scotland.“ 
The 
Scotch 
gcones would help. too. she said. 


Taking her word for it. we set 
i»ut to do the Trossachs. I^ch I.^ 
mond and Iy>ch Katrine in one 
day. noticing as m'e walked on the 
banks of I^ch Ard the flume of a 
neighboring 
range that carries 
Glasgow's water supply from I^och 
Katrine.

Because It was a bit too far to 
walk or cycle In a day, we took a 
bus from Aberfoyle right through 
the beautiful Trossachs hills, re­ 
plete with foliage that made the 
many lochs look like ‘‘diamonds 
in the rough.” This jaunt through 
wild highland scenery led us to 
the southern tip of I<«och Katrine, 
where 
we 
boarded 
the 
small 
steamer Sir W alter Scott for the 


trip up the Loch to Stronachlach- 
er, during which we circled El­ 
len’s Isle of Walter Scott’s Lady 
o’ the Lake fame. 


It was on this Island that Ellen 
and her father lived for a time, 
as told in Scott’s popular book, 
as is known by every American 
schoolboy almost as well as he re­ 
members that the Battle of Hast­ 
ings was fought in 
1066. 
(For 
some unexplainable reason, we all 
seem to remember that one). 


The wildness of 
the 
heavily- 
timbered banks of Loch Katrine, 
every bit as “bonnle” as the banks 
cited in the popular Loch Lomond 
ballad, has not been spoiled by 
civillxation. 
Only 
a few estates 
and country homes, we were told, 
border the l<och. 
, 


From Stronachlacher. we buss­ 
ed to Inversneid. where 
for 
the 
first time w'o laid eyes on beauti­ 
ful Loch lommond, 
now* 
com­ 
memorated in swing time over the 
protest of many. Whether ballad 
or swing time, the wild beauty of 
Loch Lomond, as we saw' it with 
the sun playing over the mountain 
range, that parallels 
the 
Loch, 
and sparkling in its dark green 
waters, can not be disputed. 


To the 
dismay 
of many on 
board the Princess May. a side­ 
wheeler craft which w'e boarded 
at Inversneid 
after having 
tea 
there, we sang “ Loch Lomond*’ to 
commemorate the occasion for our 
own benefit. 


Haw Many Aiiierlcjuiii 


It is an odd fact that on the 
Princess May we saw more Amer­ 
icans than we have anywhere else 
on the tour to date. Thero were 
two young women from Missouri, 
an elderly woman 
from 
Detroit. 
Mich., a mother and 
son 
from 
Florida and our trio of vagabonds 
repre.sented Michigan. Illinois and 
Virginia. 


Although one American woman 
insisted on interspersing her con- 
servTition with “ye gods,” a sound 
most foreign to the ear in bonnie 
Scotland, we fully 
enjoyed 
the 
voyase down 
Ix)ch 
Lomond to 
Row^ardennan, about half way to 
Balloch at tho southern end of 
the lake, where we left the boat, 
not knowing whether we would 
attempt to hike across the range, 
past Ben l^mond. highest peak in 
tho vicinity (.1.100 feet), 
or at­ 
tempt to return to Lodard by the 
usual route, \ia road around the 
range. 


The keeper of the Row’arden- 
nan Inn put us right. When we 
told him we wanted to hike eight 
miles across the 
mountains, 
he 
looked at us as If we were miss­ 
ing a few of our marbles. “You'll 
need a day’s 
provisions 
and 
a 
KUide to try that." he said with 
emphasis. 
So 
we 
chucked that 
plan because we w^anted to move 
on to Stirling and Edinburgh as 
soon as possible, completing the 
Trosschs tour in a day. 


Taking to the road and hailing 
a passing 
bus. 
we 
returned to 
Aberfoyle by 
7:30. 
The 
entire 
day's jaunt worked out as if plan­ 
ned right to schedule, and yet w’e 
had started off in haphazard fash­ 
ion. 
fortified 
only 
with 
the 
.Scotch lady's promise that if we 
ate all her home-cooked porridge, 
we could climb all the “bonnie 
hills in Scotland.” 


It had been an eventful day. 
but the air doos something to you 
in the land of lochs and braes 
and after our 
own 
dinner 
of 
scrambled 
eggs, 
lettuce 
salad, 
bread, butter, 
tea 
and 
canned 
orange.'«, we hiked six miles to 
Ix>ch Dhu and l.«och Khon. mean­ 
while mimicking in the dusk the 
howl of the Hound of the Basker- 
villes as we walked past terrain 
that looked for all the world like 
the wild moors pictured in that 
American movie. 


l*>om I^dard. we moved on to 
Stirling and Edinburgh 
to 
visit 
the tw'o famous castles there and 
thence to St. Andrews, Scotland 
to see the Royal and Ancient golf 
course, scene of the British open 
this summer (July 
3-7), 
which 
Bobby Jones, former anitteur golf 
king, has called the finest course 
in the world. 


Many adventures await us In 
England and 
on 
the FJuropean 
continent, but we will always re­ 
member the time we "did” Scot­ 
land’s Trossachs and I ^ h s in one 
day.

While 
hundreds 
cheered— in 
spirit, if not in person — Marjac 
11 was launched at the local yacht 
harbor this week. And, therein, 
lies an interesting tale. 


About three years ago. 
Jack 
Erick.son, local yachting enthusi­ 
ast purchased tho Marjac, a Mar­ 
coni sloop, at Washington Island 
and brought her 
to 
Escanaba. 
whore she gave a good account of 
herself in races. In a blow oft the 
north shore in 1937, because of 
the age of the rigging, 
tho ship 
lost her spar and canvas and the 
doughty skipper brought her 
in 
for repairs. 


Discovers Rnd Plank 


In the spring of 1938, just be­ 
fore 
launching 
time, 
Erickson 
gave the Marjac tho once over and 
found she needed a couple 
of 
planks. 
When 
he removed the 
planks, he found a couple of weak 
ribs. When he removed the ribs, 
he found the keel badly 
rotted. 
He discovered, also, that the Mar­ 
jac could stand a new 
transom 
and, in fact, she needed a few re­ 
pairs from atom to stern. 


Undaunted, Erickson, with the 
help of Mrs. Erickson an d various 
and sundry «hip a n d land carpen- 
*ters who could spare from 15 min­ 
utes to an hour, set to work on 
her. During the summer of 1938, 
when all his yachting friends were 
enjoying sailing cruises and 
re­ 
gattas, Jack continued to operate 
the saw. plane, hammer and W'hat 
nots. He continued until the snow 
fell that fall. At this stage of the 
work, he was able to move 
the 
Marjac into his garage and h is 
work continued on into the wee 
hour« of many wintry mornings. 


Improved On Form 


His admirable tenacity of pur­ 
pose was displayed late this week 
when, with a large crowd gathered 
on the dock, the Marjac II, with 
raised free board, 
a 
beautiful 
roomy 
cabin 
and 
cockpit 
and 
sleek, graceful lines, slid easily 
from the trailer into tho 
yacht 
basin. And so. one year and four 
months after the discovery of the 
first loose plank, 
the ship was 
back in the water. 


Marjac II, when rigged, will be 
a beautiful sloop, 26 feet overall, 
a seven foot beam and four foot 


draft. Under the able hand of hnr 
able skipper, she will be abio to 
give a good account of hersolf In 
any and all sailing regattas. 


Her skipper, when interviewed, 
said: 


"The fellows have been givinc; 
me the laugh for over a year but 
when the second annual cruisinR 
race starts on Friday. July 28, you 
will find Marjac II across 
tho 
starting line and going under full 
sail.”

terday. Such unemployed workers 
should register and file a claim

All the unemployed applicant has 
to do *is to go to the foreman on 
his la«t job who. If not himself 
authorized to accept registrations,

The importance of registration 
by the worker when ho becomes 
unemployed or as soon thereafter 
as possible, the Board points out. 
lies in the fact that his days of un­ 
employment cannot count either 
toward his “waiting period” or as 
days of unemployment for which 
he w'ill receive benefits until he 
registers and properly 
flies 
his 
claim. 


Bonofits 
under 
the Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act are 
paid for each day over seven that 
an eligible railroad worker is un­ 
employed in any fifteen consecu­ 
tive days. This means that If a 
worker is totally unemployed for 
the fifteen days he can draw eight 
days of benefits. If he should be 
unemployed eight days, he would 
get one day of benefit; if unem­ 
ployed nine days, two 
days 
of 


benefit, and so on. 
The benefit 
rates vary from $1.75 to $3 per 
day, depending on the worker’s 
earnings for 1938. 
Thus 
total 
benfits in any fifteen-day period 
of total unemployment will range 
from $14 to $24. The most a total­ 
ly unemployed worker can draw in 
any twelve-month period is eighty 
times his daily benefit rate 
or 
from $140 to $240, scaled accord­ 
ing to what he earned in the rail­ 
road industry In 1938. 


Eligibility R equirem ent 


To 
bo 
eligible for unemploy­ 
ment insurance benefits under the 
Railroad 
Unemployment 
Insur­ 
ance Act, an employee must meet 
the following requirements: 


1. Me must have earned $150 
or more from a railroad or other 
employer covered by tho Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance Act dur­ 
ing tho calendar year 1938. 


2. Ho must register and serve a 
waiting period of fifteen consecu­ 
tive days in which there are 
at 


least eight days of unemployment. 


3. He must not have become dis­ 
qualified for benefits due to any 
of the causes specifically set forth 
in the Act. 


All 
further information -with 
reference to eligibility or disquali­ 
fications for benefits will be pro­ 
vided to the worker at the time 
he registers.

OF CYCLE TRIP 


M a r q u e t te Newspaper­ 
man Visits Ocean Resort 
At Hastings, Eng. 


m r JAMES G. WARD JR. 
H astings, 
Sussex, 
England— 
••How to do Scotland's most pic­ 
turesque sector 
in 
one 
day!” 
could w ell be the title of today's 
epistle, written in 
the 
bustling 
seaside resort of H astings on the 
southern coast of England, where 
in 1066 
W illiam 
of 
Normandy 
conquered the forces 
of 
Harold, 
the last of the Saxons, and thus 
proceeded to W estm inster Abbey 
in London to be crowned king of 
England, only three months after 
his troops had landed at Pevensey 
Bay on Septem ber 28, 10f>6. 
W e have stopped 
here 
for a 
brief rest before leaving the Bri­ 
tish Isles from K olestone to cross 
the English channel to Boulogne. 
Prance, and thence to Paris and 
Geneva. 
It is not too early in the trip 
to feel that our Jaunt through the 
Trossachs, which included steam ­ 
er trips to Loch 
Lommond 
and 
Loch Katrine, w ill be one of the 
highlights of the summer. Tt cen 
vtnced us that the appealing part 
of a foreign visit is in invading, 
so to speak, the smaller commun­ 
ities where true 
foreign 
atm os­ 
phere may be found. 
Countryside Interesting 
Of course, the sum m er would 
not be com plete 
w ithout 
seeing 
London, Paris. Berlin and other 
such m etropolitan centers, but for 
the 
average 
American 
tourist, 
who w ants to turn back the pages 
of history, you 
can’t 
beat 
the 
countryside. 
We left the industrial city of 
Glasgow, and it was like taking a 
new lease on life to trek up the 
road 35 miles north to Aberfoyle. 
Glasgow, second largest 
city 
in 
the British Isles, is as m etropoli­ 
tan in appearance as stately old 
London, and we 
were 
glad 
to 
leave civilization and hit the h igh ­ 
lands of Scotland. 
A pproaching the Trossachs. the 
Scottish countryside is very pic­ 
turesque. as green as Ireland but 
more appealing because it is dot­ 
ted with scores of Lochs. Again 
it was driven home to us th at the 
appeal of touring is the anticipa­ 
tion one feels. 
From Aberfoyle, 
we 
trekked 
five miles to Ledard, on the hanks 
of Loch Ard, where we found a 
youth hostel, 
m aintained 
by 
a 
zrand old Scotch lady, who was 
lospitalitv personified. H er home 
**as a w hitew ashed 
cottage, 
re­ 
sembling som ew hat 
a 
Mexican 
• idobe hut, but with a roof of slate 
taken from a nearby quarry. IL 
was a q uain t place, to be sure. 
Our host, 65 years 
of 
age 
and 
bent from years of labor, made us 
feel, by her speech and m anner, 
hat we were really in auld Scot­ 
land. 
Her dialect was the dialect of 
Robert B u rns’ poetry— dinna ken. 
naebody. tae for “ to” and aboot 
for ’’abo ut.” 
An am using 
thing 
was that she twisted the name of 
our hostel friend, Bob. to "B oab” 
and “ Boab” is shall be 
the 
re­ 
m ainder of the trip. 
Jolly and friendly, she explain­ 
ed to us that the heavy rain the 
next m orning was nothing more 
than a “ Scottish m ist” and feeding 
us a huge helping of Scotch oat­ 
meal porridge, she 
said: 
“Now, 
byes, ye can climb all the bonnie 
hills in 
Scotland.” 
The 
Scotch 
scones would help, too, she said. 
T aking her word for it, we set 
out to do the Trossachs, Loch Tao- 
mond and I^och K atrine in one 
flay. noticing as we walked on the 
banks of I^och Ard the flume of a 
neighboring 
range 
that 
carries 
Glasgow's w ater supply from Loch 
Katrine. 
Takas Hus Ride 
Because it was a bit too far to 
walk or cycle in a day, we took a 
bus from Aberfoyle right through 
the beautiful Trossachs hills, re­ 
plete with foliage that made the 
many lochs look like “diamonds 
in the rough.” This Jaunt through 
wild highland scenery led us to 
the southern tip of Iaocta Katrine. 
where 
we 
boarded 
the 
small 
steamer Sir W alter Scott for the

trip up the Loch to Stronachlach- 
er, during which we circled E l­ 
len’s Isle of W alter Scott’s Lady 
o’ the Lake fame. 
It was on this island th a t Ellen 
and her father lived for a time, 
as told in Scott’s popular book, 
as is known by every American 
schoolboy almost as well as he re­ 
m embers that the B attle of H ast­ 
ings was fought in 
1066. 
(F or 
some unexplainable reason, we all 
seem to rem em ber th a t one). 
The wildness of 
the 
heavily- 
timbered banks of Loch Katrine, 
every bit as "bonnie” as the banks 
cited in the popular Loch Lomond 
ballad, has not been spoiled by 
civilization. 
Only 
a few estates 
and country homes, we were told, 
border the 1/och. 
, 
From Stronachlacher, we buss­ 
ed to Inversneld, w here 
for 
the 
first time we laid eyes on beauti­ 
ful Loch Lommond. 
now 
com­ 
m em orated in swing tim e over the 
protest of many. W heth er ballad 
or swing time, the wild beauty of 
Loch Lomond, as we saw' it with 
the sun playing over the m ountain 
range, that parallels 
the 
Loch, 
and sparkling in its dark green 
waters, can not be disputed. 
To the 
dismay 
of 
m any 
on 
board the Princess May, a side- 
wheeler craft which we boarded 
at Inversneid 
after 
having 
tea 
there, we sang “ Loch Lom ond” to 
comm em orate the occasion for our 
own benefit. 
Saw Many Americans 
It is an odd fact th a t on the 
Princess May we saw m ore Amer­ 
icans than we have anyw here cise 
on the tour to date. There were 
two young women from Missouri, 
an elderly woman 
from 
Detroit, 
Mich., a m other 
and 
son 
from 
Florida and our trio of vagabonds 
represented Michigan, Illinois and 
Virginia. 
Although one American woman 
insisted on interspersing her con­ 
servation with “ ye gods,” a sound 
most foreign to the ear in bonnie 
Scotland, we fully 
enjoyed 
the 
voyage down 
Iy>ch 
Lomond to 
Rowardennan, about half way to 
Balloch at the southern end of 
the lake, where we left the boat, 
not knowing w hether we would 
attem pt to hike across the range, 
past Ben Lomond, highest peak in 
the vicinity (3,100 feet), 
or 
at­ 
tem pt to return to Ledard by the 
usual route, via road around the 
range. 
The keeper of the R ow arden­ 
nan Inn put us right. W hen we 
told him we wanted to hike eight 
miles across the 
m ountains, 
he 
looked at us as if we were miss­ 
ing a few of our marbles. “ You’ll 
need a day’s 
provisions 
and 
a 
uide to try th a t,” he said with 
emphasis. 
So 
we 
chucked that 
plan because we wanted to move 
on to Stirling and E dinburgh as 
soon as possible, com pleting the 
Trosschs tour in a day. 
Taking to the road and hailing 
a passing 
bus, 
we 
returned to 
Aberfoyle by 
7:30. 
The 
entire 
d ay ’s jau n t worked out as if plan­ 
ned right to schedule, and yet we 
had started off in haphazard fash­ 
ion, 
fortified 
only 
w ith 
the 
Scotch lady’s promise th a t if we 
ate all her home-cooked porridge. 
we could climb all the “ bonnie 
hills in Scotland.” 
It had been an eventful day, 
but the air does som ething to you 
in the land of lochs and braes 
and after our 
own 
dinner 
of 
scram bled 
eggs, 
lettuce 
salad, 
bread, butter, 
tea 
and 
canned 
oranges, we hiked six miles to 
I^och Dhu and I>och Khon, m ean­ 
while mimicking in the dusk the 
howl of the Hound of the Basker- 
villes as we walked past terrain 
th a t looked for all the world like 
the wild moors pictured in that 
A m erican movie. 
From Iaedard, we moved on to 
Stirling and Edinburgh 
to 
visit 
the two famous castles there and 
thence to St. Andrews, Scotland 
to see the Royal and Ancient golf 
course, scene of the British open 
this sum m er (July 
3-7), 
which 
Bobby Jones, form er am ateur golf 
king, has called the finest course 
in the world. 
Many adventures await us in 
E ngland and 
on 
the 
European 
continent, but we will always re­ 
m em ber the time we “did” Scot­ 
land's Trossachs and Lochs in one 
day.

In a blow off the 
north shore in 1937, because of 
the age of the rigging,

in 
for repairs. 
Discovers Bad Plank 
In the spring of 1938, just be­ 
fore 
launching 
time, 
Erickson 
gave the M arjac the once over and 
found she needed a couple 
of 
planks. 
W hen 
he removed the 
planks, he found a couple of weak 
ribs. W hen he removed the ribs, 
he found the keel badly 
rotted. 
He discovered, also, that the Mar­ 
jac could stand a new 
transom 
and, in fact, she needed a few re­ 
pairs from stem to stern. 
U ndaunted, Erickson, with the 
help of Mrs. Erickson and various 
and sundry ship and land carpen­ 
ters who could spare from 15 min­ 
utes to an hour, set to work on 
her. D uring the sum m er of 1938,

Marjac II, when rigged, will be 
a beautiful sloop, 26 feet overall, 
a seven foot beam and four foot 


draft. Under the able hand of her 
able skipper, she will be able to 
give a good account of herself in 
any and all sailing regattas.

Railroad workers who are un­ 
employed and who earned $150 or 
more in 1938 in railroad 
work 
may now get benefits under the 
Railroad 
Unemployment 
Insur­ 
ance Act which went into active 
operation July I, the Railroad Re­ 
tirem ent Board pointed out yes­ 
terday. Such unemployed workers 
should register and file a claim

The im portance of registration 
by the w orker when he becomes 
unem ployed or as soon thereafter 
as possible, the Board points out, 
lies in the fact that his days of un­ 
em ploym ent cannot count either 
tow ard his “ waiting period” or as 
days of unemployment for which 
he will receive benefits until he 
registers and properly 
files 
his 
claim. 
Benefits 
under 
the 
Railroad 
U nemployment Insurance Act are 
paid for each day over seven th a t 
an eligible railroad worker is un­ 
employed in any fifteen consecu­ 
tive days. This means that if a 
w orker is totally unemployed for 
the fifteen days he can draw eight 
days of benefits. If he should be 
unemployed eight days, he would 
get one day of benefit; if unem­ 
ployed nine days, two 
days 
of 


benefit, and so on. 
The benefit 
rates vary from $1.75 to $3 per 
day, depending on the worker’s 
earnings for 193 8. 
Thus 
total 
benfits in any fifteen-day period 
of total unem ploym ent will range 
from $14 to $24. The most a total­ 
ly unemployed w orker can draw in 
any twelve-month period is eighty 
times his daily benefit rate 
or 
from $140 to $240, scaled accord­ 
ing to what he earned in the rail­ 
road industry in 1938.

ment insurance benefits under the

pOUR notioni originally claimed 
Oregon—-Russlo, Spain, England 
ond fht United Stotes. Spain relin* 
9 uished her cloims in 1819, Ruitia 
Withdrew in 18 2 4, The United States 
loid its cloims on the basis of Captain 
Robert Groy's exploration of the Co­ 
lumbia river in 1792, the subsequent 
explorations of Lewis end Clark in 
1805, establishment of Astorio by 
John Jacob Astor of the American 
Fur Compony in 1811. England dc- 
monded rights stemming from her 
trading posts established at the be­ 
ginning of the century. The territory 
wosheld jointly after 1818. By 1840, 
the long wagon trains were headed 
toword Oregon. The election of 1844 
wos pitched on an exponsionist plot- 
form end the Democrats coined the 
slogons: *'Fifty-Four Forty or Fight" 
and "Whole of Oregon or None." 
Englond wonted no war over Oregon 
so 0 treoty was signed in 1846 giving 
United States title to Oregon north 
to the 49th Parallel, boundary today. 


TH E United Stotes hod reached its present 
continental boundaries before the "six­ 
ties" but the expansionist fever wos not 
entirely quelled.

the next day. "Why wait?" asked Seword.

The Senate rati­ 
fied the treaty June 20, 1867. but there was 
little proise for Seward's "ice box."

ggression toys its moíled fut on Europe ond 
the Orient and there ore Americans who dis­

They point to Florida, which the United States 
took from Spain, and to the ''unjust" aggression 
in Mexico following the onnexotion of Texas, the 
cession of New Mexico ond California.

But 0 lot of people think the American record 
of expansion is for obove the current world stand­ 
ard, even admitting the constant warfare on the 
Indian and the succession of broken pledges to him. 


These people point out thot, even in the cose 
of Florido, the United States assumed cloims up 
to $S,000,000; that the U. S. paid $15,000,000 and 
ossumed heovy claims in Mexico, $20,000,000 for 
the Philippines which ore now being set free, even 
os Cubo has been mode free and independent. 
They remind olso that Uncle Sam first tried to buy 
Texas ond Colifornio and New Mexico. Louisiana, 
Alaska, and the Gadsden tract were purchased out­ 
right. 


So the story of America's "manifest destiny" 
isn't on absolute porollel to the aggressions of the 
Third Reich in Czechoslovakia and Austria, to Italy 
in Ethiopia, and to Jopon in China. 


The record is spread on the map below. Read 
the facts ond decide for yourself. 
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CCARCELY hod the new Americon republic begun its 
westward thrust of settlement when Napoleon re- 
ooined control of Louisiana through the treaty of San 
lldefonso with Spoin in 1800.

That treaty, 
which Franklin. Adams and Joy so skillfully won öfter the Revolu­ 
tion. granted American independence But more important it grant­ 
ed oil territory west to the Mississippi, north to Conodo, south to 
Florido 
Thus the stage was set for notionol expansion. . . . And 
scarcely was the ink dry on the Paris treaty when this expansion 
began. It hod started, in fact, even during the darkest days of the 
Revolution, frontiersmen pushing into the wilderness of Ohio, Ken­ 
tucky ond Tennessee. It was o movement that was not to stop until 
Americo hod reached the Pacific. 
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JHORTLY offer Mexico won her independence from Spain in 1821

Pays Over the Years 


Usually w’hen a man plans a 
home, he thinks he must build 
as large a house as 
his 
money 
will buy— and he wants all the 
appliances, equipment and con­ 
veniences built in.

this basis!

ATTIC SIMPLE 


The insulation of an attic floor 
may be accomplished in several 
ways, Stiff or rigid board sheets 
of insulation material may be laid 
over tho attic floor and then cov­ 
ered with another floor. 
A loose 
material that has a high insula­ 
tion value may be 
poured 
be­ 
tween the coiling Jo!st or a blan­ 
ket form of insulation material 
fitted In between the Joists. 
If 
there is no floor In the attic you 
may lay one of the rigid boards

joists. Such insulation will save a

Pays Over the Years 


Usually when a man plans a 
home, he thinks he must build 
as large a house as 
his 
money 
will buy— and he wants all the 
appliances, equipment and con­ 
veniences built, in.

But with labor

well-built

The true test of a 
well-built house is the fundamen­ 
tals within the walls and out of 
sight where it may be a tem pta­ 


tion to economize. It is poor econ­ 
omy to put in poor construction 
in these concealed places. 
Far 
better 
to 
temporarily 
forego 
some of the mechanical helps and 
appliances or 
decorative effects, 
and put the money 
into 
sound 
basic materials— the foundations, 
the rough plumbing, 
insulation, 
plaster base 
and 
the 
heating. 
This will minimize repairs and 
upkeep. 
The other requirements 
may he supplied later 
when 
fi­ 
nances permit, and it will pay 
in 
the 
long run to operate on 
this basis! 


RE-VARNISHING FLOORS 
A floor should be washed thor- 
ouhgly 
with 
soap 
and 
water, 
rinsed and dried 
before 
re-var­ 
nishing. 


INSULATION OF 
ATTIC SIMPLE 


The insulation of an attic floor 
may be accomplished in several 
ways. Stiff or rigid board sheets 
of insulation material may he laid 
over the attic floor and then cov­ 
ered with another floor. 
A loose 
material that has a high insula­ 
tion value may be 
poured 
be­ 
tween the ceiling joist or a blan­ 
ket form of insulation material 
fitted in between the joists. 
If 
there is no floor in the attic, you 
may lay one of the rigid hoards 
directly on top 
of 
the 
ceiling 
joists. Such insulation will save a 
great deal of heat loss through 
the attic and roof.

Old Orchard Farm 


Hot Weather Hard on General Crops 


While the hot and dry stretch 
of weather that marked the past 
week proved a boon to 
farmers 
late with their haying, it was hard 
on general farm crops on sandy 
soil and on garden crops on all 
soils. 


Out at Old Orchard farm 
the 
hot, dry days and warm 
nights 
wore ideal for growing corn and 
you could almost hear the corn 
stalks shooting up. 
And In or­ 
der that the Jirid weather might 
be made an asset rather than a 
liability for cultivated crops, the 
cu^ii'alora had to bo kept going 
eve»%' aay. whether the men 
or 
the horses liked it or not. 
Old 
Orchard’s corn Is now well over 
four feet and a half In height over 
the whole field and 
when 
old 
Belle and Hank are out in 
tho 
corn field with the one horse cul­ 
tivator. you can get only an occa­ 
sional glimp.so of the pair. 
The 
beets and the potatoes also de­ 
manded their share of attention 
and in addition the potatoes had 
to have their weekly spraying. 


Both tho barley and oats fields 
are pictures of 
almost 
perfect 
stands of ripening grain. 
It was 
at first feared that tho hot weath­ 
er would hamper tho filling of the 
grain heads perfectly but exam­ 
ination of the fields late In ihe 
week showed that such fears were 
groundless as the heavy soil at 
Old Orchard had stirred up suffi­ 
cient moisture to carry Its crops 
through to 
maturity 
and 
fine 
yields of both oats are barley are 
anticipated. 


The raspberry patch, pride 
of 
the year of Old Orchard’s m ana­ 
ger. was the 
principal 
sufferer 
from tho hot weathor 
as 
what 
promised to be a bumper crop of 
h n e berries was practically ruin­ 
ed. 
Tho bushes were laden with 
green berries when tho hot days 
and nights developed and 
with 
out rain the fruit largely dried up, 
and only a small part of tho crop 
will bo brought to maturity. When 
the extent of the threatened dam ­ 
age was first seen an attempt was 
made to water the berry Ijushes 
with a hose leading 
from 
the 
farui’s electric pump, but the re­ 
lief measure largely proved 
loo 
late to do much good. 


Six bushels of garden peas were 
picked in the vegetable garden 
one day the first of the week and 
another heavy picking was prom­ 
ised, but the hot weather also de­ 
stroyed that prospect, for when 
the second picking was made less 
than a bushel could be found in 
the patch. 
The first picking of 
string beans, also early 
in 
the 
week, produced an abundance of 
beans of fine quality but the sec­ 
ond picking will not be so hot, 
but the bean crop in the garden 
was planted at varying Intervals 
in the spring, so some of the later 
plantings may produce better re­ 
sults. 


Old Orchard made a start last 
week in introducing 
the 
farm 
stock to electric fencing, which 
will be largely used as inside fenc­ 
ing about the farm, from now on. 
A small section of the electrically 
charged wire was set up in the 
barnyard, where the pigs 
were 
given their first lesson. 
The wire 
gives off a sharp, but non-injuri* 
ous electric shock 
when 
It 
is 
touched by any animal. 
The pigs 
experimented with It for but a 
short time before they apparently 
decided to let it severely alone. In 
spite of the fact th st ears of corn 
were thrown close to the wire at 
feeding time, not a pig would ven^ 
ture near enough to pull the corn 


out. The advantage of the electric 
fence lies in tho fact that it pro­ 
vides cheap fence construction. It 
can bo quickly and easily moved 
and lias been found to be largely 
effective In controlling most farm 
stock.

AT OIL DRAIN 


Seeks Conservation I.aw 
and Government Hold 
On Coast Pools 


By The .\l* Feat lire Sen'Ice 
Los 
Angeles— Tho U. S. navy 
views with alarm the depletion of 
America's highly strategic sources 
of petroleum on the West coast 
and Is drum m ing a warnitlg into 
the oars of lawmakers. 


Its view 
was 
e.vpounded 
by 
Comdr. William G. Greenman, in­ 
spector of naval 
petroleum 
re­ 
serves In California, Is that In a 
military sense iho Rocky Moun­ 
tains practically Isolate the West 
coast from oil fields to the east. 


“ The great petroleum deposits 
of California,” he says, “ located 
close to the shore bases of our 
fleet, may well be the controlling 
factois in a successful campaign 
in the Pacific." 


Sohl to Japan 


In the face of this situation, he 
recently pointed out to fellow of­ 
ficers, in 19:n this nation sold 
more than aO.OOO.OOO barrels of 
oil products to Japan.

NAVY ALARMED 
AT OIL DRAIN 


Seeks Conservation Law 
and Government Hold 
On Coast Pools 


By The AP Featuiv Service 
Los 
Angeles— The U. S. navy 
views with alarm the depletion of 
America’s highly strategic sources 
of petroleum on the West coast 
and is drumming a warning into 
the oars of lawmakers. 
Its view 
was 
expounded 
by 
Comdr. William G. Greenmail, in­ 
spector of naval 
petroleum 
re­ 
serves in California, is that in a 
military sense the Rocky Moun­ 
tains practically isolate the West 
coast from oil fields to the east. 
“ The great petroleum deposits 
of California," he says, “ located 
close to the shore bases of our 
fleet, may well be the controlling 
facto!s in a successful campaign 
in the Pacific." 
Sold to Japan 
In the face of this situation, he 
recently pointed out to fellow o f­ 
ficers, in 
1923 this nation sold 
more than 30,000,000 barrels of 
oil products to Japan. 
“ Much of the exported 
oil 
is 
sold to dispose of an excess which 
the industry is unable 
to 
regu­ 
late," he says. “ Conservation in 
the interest of 
national 
defense 
does not have a place in the pic­ 
ture.’’ 
The 
Navy 
possesses 
68,000 
a c re s of oil reserves in Southern 
California, estimated in 1912 to 
contain 
500,000,000 
barrels 
of 
crude. Drainage and other causes 
have reduced the estimate to 200,- 
000.000 barrels.

Other Cities Study Plan 
for Safety Begun In 
Dayton 


Daytona, Ohio— Seven officials 
— from the presiding Judge down 
10 the Bailiff— have just assumed 
their duties in a Dayton court, yet 
not a municipal voter cast a bal­ 
lot and no person was b candidate 
before the public. They are offi­ 
cers— the second group to serve 
— of the Dayton Bicycle Court. 


Organi*ed last January to con­ 
sider infractions of traffic ordi­ 
nances as concern bicycle rldlnK, 
the court has a six-month term 
for Its officers, each 
of 
whom 
must be a high school senior and 
member of a Hl-Y club. Upon tho 
expiration of their terms, the in­ 
cumbents select their own suc­ 
cessors, the presiding Judge, two 
associate 
justices. 
prosecutor, 
bailiff, clerk of courts and ser­ 
geant at arms. Officer Paul Price 
of the Traffic and Aecldont Pre­ 
vention Bureau of 
the 
Dayton 
Police Department, 
attends 
all 
sessions, in an 
advisory 
capac­ 
ity, but the boys do all examin­ 
ing and como to their own deci­ 
sions. 


The court can assess no fines. 
Punishment Is meted out by the 
Impounding of a bicycle for a cer­ 
tain period, or by ordering the 
offending hoy or girl— there have 
been several girls— to compose an 
essay on safety, or a kindred sub­ 
ject. 


As an Indication that the court 
has reduced 
traffic 
Infractions, 
the safety department points out 
that from January to 
Juno 
of 
193S there were OS accidents in­ 
volving bicycles, 
while 
in 
the 
same periods 
show 
L'ii 
In juries 
against five, and 
five 
fatalitie.s 
against none. 


"Not only are 
these 
figures 
significant,” 
observes 
Officer 
Price, ‘ but tiie 
safety 
authori­ 
ties get many 
good 
suggestions 
from the boys and girls. For in­ 
stance, one cB.say 
admitted 
en­ 
dangering people by 
riding 
on 
the sidewalk but set up the coun­ 
ter claim that the young cyclist 
was endangered by adults when 
he rode upon tlie pavement.” The 
boy suggested that the city have 
a throe-foot-wide strip lined off 
the pavement and 
reserved 
for 
bicycle riders. 


Officer Trice says the court is 
assisting in the building of bet­ 
ter citizens, in that not only the 
children but parents have begun 
to study traffic regulations, acld- 
ing that the boy or girl bicycle 
rider soon graduates to an auto 
driver, so that what 
Is 
learned 
through the bicycle court Is of 
benefit later. 


Up to date there 
have 
been 
more than 600 cases before the 
boys on the 
bench 
at 
sessions 
held at a school building every 
»Saturday morning. When a child 
enters a plea of not guilty, or the 
parents demand legal 
represen­ 
tation, the matter is turned over 
to juvenile court. There has been 
no Instance of “trouble" In the 
court between the 
cited 
person 
and the bench and, with very few 
exceptions, parents are co-operat- 
Ing fully. Officer Price declares. 


The safety officer 
haa 
enter- 
taiiied numerous men and women 
from other cities hero to observe 
the Dayton court with the Idea 
of introducing such a system in 
their home cities. 


Sometimes a local radio sta­ 
tion gets permission to broadcast 
a session of the court, but news­ 
papers carry practically nothing 
of the “actions" as 
they 
tran­ 
spire before the bench. 
"Every 
effort," says Officer 
Price 
"is 
made to protect boys 
and 
girls 
from the semblance of criminal 
record."

POPULARITV OF BREEDS 
HARD TO EXPLAIN 
It is mighty difficult to assign 
reasons for the popularity or lack 
of favor met by certain breeds of 
dogs, as difficult as trying to ex­ 
plain the rise and fall of the fad 
for miniature golf courses, 
ac­ 
cording to the American Kennel 
Club, which is the governing body 
of the sport of 
p u r e b r e d 
dog 
breeding and showing 
in 
these 
United States. 
Many breeds have gained wide 
favor because they fell into the 
hands of human celebrities, movie 
stars, prize fighters, stage leaders 
and the like. 
Yet 
many 
other 
breeds have been linked with fa­ 
mous people and those breeds are 
still unknown to the bulk of the 
general public.

Officials of the biological s u r ­ 
vey recently compiled a re p o rt of 
the waterfow l situation d u r i n g tho 
last year. In the an n u a l m id w in ­ 
te r in ventory in J a n u a r y observers 
r ep o rte d ab o u t 14,500,000 birds, 
as com pared with 12,250,000 last 
year a n d 9,500,000 in 1937. The 
b u r e a u e stim ates t h a t th e inven­ 
tories covered a b o u t 25 to 30 per 
cent of the c o n t i n e n t ’s waterfow l.

year and 9.500.000 in 1937.

cent of th e c o n t i n e n t ’s w aterfowl. 
These results, accordin g to th e 
survey, indicate th a t it is possible 
to m a in ta in an a d e q u a t e c o n t in ­ 
ental supply of m ig ra to ry w a t e r ­ 
fowl.

A HUNDRED years ago, ai the 
Mttlement of America*! vast 
(rentitr 
momentuin, ta- 


other great migration waa draw­ 
ing to • cloet-^the Great Trek of 
the Boert into Hit heart ot the 
Dark Continent. 


For five yean, from 1035 to 
1140, this gigantic movement of m 
nation went on, uninterrupted by 
ferocious attacka of aavaget, or 
by the hardships and dangers en­ 
countered on the African veldt 
Freedcm—the right to live accord* 
ing to their own laws—waa the 
rainbow that guided these haidy 
Dutch pioneers into a new Prom* 
IsedLond. 


The South AfHeaa Boers wort 
descendtnts of the Dutch colonists 
who tmm to the Cape of Good 
Hope In 1652, and of refugee 
French french Huguenots, who 
Hed rrmee in 18S5. 


With the coming of the Britiah 
to Capetown in 1705, a new era< 
of restnint began for the Boors. 
Chief goal of tho British was tho 
stamping out of slavery, which tho 
Boers, os slaveholders, bitterly op»

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Love of Liberty Led Boers 
Deep Into Africa's Jungle 
A HUNDRED years ago, as the 
settlement of America’s vast 
frontier gained momentum, an­ 
other great migration was draw­ 
ing to a close—the Great Trek of 
the Boers into the heart of the 
Dark Continent. 
For five years, from 1835 to 
1840, this gigantic movement of a 
nation went on, uninterrupted by 
ferocious attacks of savages, or 
by the hardships and dangers en­ 
countered on the African veldt. 
Freedom—the right to live accord­ 
ing to their own laws—was the 
rainbow that guided these hardy 
Dutch pioneers into a new Prom­ 
ised Land. 
The South African Boers were 
descendants of the Dutch colonists 
who came to the Cape of Good 
Hope in 1652, and of refugee 
French French Huguenots, who 
fled France in 1685. 
With the coming of the British 
to Capetown in 1795, a new era 
of restraint began for the Boers. 
Chief goal of the British was the 
stamping out of slavery, which the 
Boers, as slaveholders, bitterly op­ 
posed. 
Other British laws were 
equally hateful, and in 1835 the 
first great party of Boers loaded 
their families and possessions into 
wagons, rounded up their herds, 
and headed northward into the 
jungle. 
Savage, blood-thirsty Zulus bat­ 
tled them every mile of the trek, 
but the Boers fought on, undaunt­ 
ed, to establish homes in the 
Orange Free State and the Trans­ 
vaal.
